NKW OXL.KANS, Sept. ST.—The glore 


oontest between Robert Fitzsimmoug of 
Newark, N. J., and Dan Creedou, hail- 
ing from St. Louis, for a parse of |5,- 
000, took place in the arena of the 
Olympic club last night. They fought 
as middleweights at 151 pounds. Both- 
meu are Australians by birth, bnt 
Frjisinunons is now an American citi- 
uu by adoption. This was the star 
event of the carnival and was a match 
that had attracted more interest than 
most of the pugilistic events recently. 


Fitziimmaiis has been so prominently 


before the public for some years that 
any match in which he was a partici- 
pant was bound to ^create interest 
throughout the entire country. An ad- 
ditional feature in the importance of 
the match 'was • tha bearing it .had to a 
prospective meeting between Fitz and 
Corbet*. Fitz has been most persever- 
ing ia. hit efforts to secure a match with 
the champion heavyweight' and from 
time to time has' been put off with the 
reminder that he. was uotin.his .c 
Corbett first named Choynski as the 
mau'Lauky Bob had to whip before he I 
could talk of a match. Fitz took on the 
match and then he was 'toldby-the 
champion that he would .have to go 
with Creedon to place himself, in'a po- 
sition to talk

Comparatively little WM,known of 


Creedou by the general public, although 
tie visitors from St. Louis were enthu- 
siastic in their praises of the man. De- 
spite that fact, however> Fitz .remained 
a Prohibitive favorite, the, poolrooms 
odds being hunted at from 3 to IB "o 1 
to 3, while as good as o, to 2 could be 
bad against Creedon. 


When the r<ieu entered the ring for 
the great contest Fitz looked indeed for- 
midable. . He was finely'drawn aud'but 
for traces of pricldey heat his. skin waa 
H white as a "baby'a. His enormous 
shoulders and-chest when ^compared 
with his narrow waist and hips was par- 
ticularly marked; His long lithe arms 
and legs were covered with sinuous 
muscles that, gave 'every indication of 
terrible force-and speed. His every 
movement in the ring was like that of a 
panther watching his prey aud ready to 
spring upon it.

•- Creedon ,as he appeared.presented a 
much stockier- look aud all the liues of 
his ay niuierrieal body iudiqated strength 
and excellent coaditiou. .Fitz had some- 
thing to the-good iu height and reach, 
befits he stood with ,:his .legs further 
apart than CreetTqn itwas iiotso marked 
iu it might liave'beou.

Second round—Creedonnussed a lighl 


left swing for the head, but he lauded 
two rights ou the'body. Fitz scored 
two heavy rights and knocked Creedou 
down with a heavy right-hand on the 
'jaw. Fitz landed heavy right on the 
jaw and the men had to be- forced from 
a clinch. - Creedon received two heavy 
rights on the jaw and three rights on 
the body. Creedon wai knocked out by 
» heavy.left on the jaw. 
- There was the wildest demonstration 
ever seen in the ring. 


Refferoe Duffy ewarded the fight to 


Fitzsimmo!«r who was loudly cheered 
Keferee Duffy announced .Fitzsipi 
mons' challenge to Champion Corbett 
The applause that followed was. ini 
mense. 
The work of Fit» in the second round 


was the most marvelous ever seen in 
this section of the country. The three 
right-handers which Creedon .received 
on the head in one, two, three order 
amazed the spectator* and dazed the 
recipient, but they, were nothing from 
an artistic pugilistic point of view com 
pared with the three' heavy. lefts de- 
livered in the one, two, three order on 
Creedon's nose, which floored the lates 
aspirant for middleweight honors, and 
caused Creedon to fair the easiest prey 
of all Robert Fitzsimmous' adversaries 


The main fight of the battle was don 
la the center of the ring, the rirer sanu 
of which was plowed up more by^th* 
footwork of the two men in the aotua 
fighting turl; which was 4 minntes and 
40 seconds tuaa it was ever before, even 
all-night battles. Creedon *ras carried 
•obis corner gasping hard for breath 
and showing traces of blood trickling 
from his nose. He was comparative!; 
unhurt during the fbetround and wea 
to hia corner smiling happily and chat 
tinir with nil attendants. The inference 
then, is that he was beaten iu 1 minute 
and 40 seconds, the time of tbe second

States commission appointed by the

basis of Pullman's gigantic fortune, and

There. being no further witnesses, 
olonel Wright, chairman of the com- 


mission, then, in accordance with the 
ublip notice given, declared the public 
earlngs closed, and the commission 
vent into secret session to discuss the 
eport to be made to tho president. It 
as been decided not to make public 
anything concerning its nature out of 
ourtosy to the president. 


Colonel Wright said yesterday that

In the north west there were two trad- 
ing companies—the British Hudson Bay 
and the American For company, the 
latter made up of citizens of the United 
State*. It Was in this company that (he 
old fpr merchant, Astor, made Ms for- 
tnue and fotmdod tho American nobil- 
ity. 


Ths British wera quietly using evary 


meaiis in their power to fill up tho re- 
gion named with English subjects. Then, 
they argued, the territory would become 
British, for these colonists wonld have 
much to say in tlie determining of tho 
boundary question. One day, at tlie 
British fort ot Walla Walla, Dr. Whit- 
man heard shouts of exultation among 
some men >vho had jnst received letters 
from England. They cried: "Hurrah! 
'The country is ours!" They shouted a 
little too loud. Their letters contaiued 
information tbat a large colony of Brit- 
ish subjects would settle in Oregon in 
'the spring. Without saying a word, 
Whitman started immediately to Wash- 
ington on horseback. 
Ho traveled thus 


3,000 miles. OH tho way he ronsed peo- 
ple he met to tlie danger and planned to 
take back with him a great colony of 
Americans to fill up the Oregon conn- 
fey 


He interested President Tyler, though 


Webster would not listen. 
Tyler as - 


enred him that American settlers iu the 
Oregon country. should be -protected. 
Then, in May, 18-13, Dr. Whitman led 
:a thonsaud colonists to tlie Willamette 
valley. There they settled, and there 
they raised the stars and stripes, and 
thore.it has waved ever since, and will 
wave.-. Finally it was fixed by trea*y 
that the northwest boundary between 
the United States and British America 
should be the forty-ninth parallel of 
latitude. 


For revenge on Dr. Whitman the 


Hudson Bay company spread among the 
Indians the story that he and -the colo- 
nists from the United States would de- 
prive them of their lands. The savages 
attacked him and those with Mm one 
night and murdered fhem, 14 persons in 
all 


Miss Elizabeth Bryant Johnston, the 


historical. writer of Washington, hns 
found out enough facts and : sayings 
.about the Father of His Country to make 
something worth reading and printing 
for every day in the year For instance, 
on Fob.' 10, 1778, Washington wrote 
from Valley Forge, "Naked and staiv 
ing as .they are, we cannot enough ad- 
mire the incomparable patience and 
fidelity of the soldiery, tbat they have 
not ere this been excited by thei?"anffer- 
ing to a general mutiny and disper 
oiou." On Fob. 17 lie sent to the states 
of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land, Delaware and Virginia an appeal 
-for cattle' for his starving soldiers auc3 
wrote with his owii hand, "A bountiful 
price will be given, and the proprietors 
may assure themselves that they will 
render » most essential service to the 
cause of their country." Miss Johnston 
has published her vahiablo collection of 
data in a book called "George Wash- 
ington Day by Day." It will be a good 
thing to have m the family and in 
school. It will make o birthday book, 
too, each one being thus able to note 
what happened to Washington ou the 
date of. the person's birth. The nuthor 
designs her work especially for tho 
young people of America

DoE«ns of PaM«nceTH Get Dovra to th* 


Dook at tha Uut Minute. 


An interesting and sometimes ex- 


citing phase of Now York life is 
found in the effort of a, great many 
people to leave it. If you care to 
nae very early in the morning for 
studies of your kind, go down to the 
pier of one o!' tho great ocean linerfl 
on sailing day. Seven o'clock ia the 
usual sailing hour, and 7 o'clock in 
the morning is a dreadfully early 
hour for New York's wealthy pleas- 
ure seekers. 


One of the first things that strike 


the notice of the old timer of steam- 
boat days, especially the river man, 
is the promptness and regularity 
which characterize th'e movements 
of the "liner." Seven o'clock means 
f o'clock.

The Depot Demolished, Nineteen O«r« 
. Biloc Piled Upon It. 


One of the worst accidents that has- 


ever happened in the history of tbe 
L. E. & W. rail road, occurred last 
Jght at the Big Four and L. E. & 
W. depot la Lafayette,-Ind. 


The passenger depot is used by 


both the roads and is located1 in the 
southwest corner of the city near a 
river. Both roads approach the depot 
rom the same direction and there are 
ery steep grades on both sides lead- 
ng out of the city, so that trains ap- 
noachlng tbe depot from either di- 
'ection must have brakes set tightly. 
Otherwise controlls lost of the trains' 
and they run down tbe grades at a 
frightful rate of speed. 
Immediately 


at one..end of the passenger depot 
the^track 
makes a 
very short 


curve and then crosses the river. 


The curve is so short that guard 


-ails are necessary on both sides of 
ihe main rails to hold the wheels to 
toe track and,,even with these, trains 
must round the curve very slowly in 
order to keep the track.

Big Four was standing at the depot 
but fortunately yard master Brlghty 
heard the noise of the approaching 
cars and knowing that no train could 
scop on the grade down which they 
were coming, quickly threw a switch 
ahead of the passenger train and ran 
the runaway train into a side track. 


The detached cars, however, crashed 


into the Union depot, entirely wreck- 
ing it, and forcing tlirough South 
street Into the Fotterall company's 
shoe factory. A cab driver named 
Wasbburn was fatally injured, and it 
is feared other victims are buried in 
tbe debris, as the passenger depot 
was thronged with people a few mo- 
ments before the accident. Property
